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42. A method for killing a cell expressing telomerase reverse transcriptase, comprising 
contacting the cell with the recombinant virus of claim 27. 

43. The method for killing a cell according to claim 42, wherein the cell is a cancer cell. 

44. The method for killing a cell according to claim 43, wherein the cancer is selected from 
the group consisting of lung cancer, pancreatic cancer, medulloblastoma, cervical 



45. A method of treating a subject for a condition associated with increased expression of 
TERT in affected cells, comprising administering to the subject an effective amount of the 
recombinant virus according to claim 27. 

46. The method of claim 45, wherein the condition is cancer.
